Whether or not this nation la ade­ 
quately prepared ’or war with a first 
da*« power Is not a question that 
should be submit! d to a eongre*slon- 
al commlsj,on o' inquiry, an 1* pro­ 
posed. savs an exchange 
That we 
are not thus prepared Is known to 
even the most Indifferent student of 
national defend. 
Before advocRte* 
of large armaments < an Rain their 
way they must convince the people 
of the United States that there Is 
assurance of safety In the greater 
armv and the greater navy; that vast 
expenditures for military policies and 


progroae Is a prevention of war. 
It never has been easy except in 
time* of Imminent danger, or by the 
clever parading of a bogey to arouse 
tho people of the United States to en 
thuslaetlc support, of a military poli­ 
cy, and with the shadow of the Euro- 
pean waste of war upon them, there 
will be les* Inclination to go beyond 
the actuality of need In warlike pre­ 
parations and to qw ry more seriously 
that ever whether or not there are 
means of national safety and war 
prevention 
other 
than 
ability and 
readiness to fight. 
Military experts pretend to foresee 
the dav when the United States will 
be compelled to defend itself against 
the aggression of Japan, and point 1o 
the alacrity with which the Nipponese 
enterwd the war of nations as warrant 
for their assertion that they have a 
“chip on their shoulder" 
But even 
the flaunting of this potential menace 
has not evoked any great demand on 
the part of the people for an Increase 
of armament. 
In fact the opposite 
has been true. Peace advocates aiv 
becoming more numerous and more 
aggressive in their deands for peace 
measuros, which do not Include "pre­ 
paration for war."
